THE UNITED STATES MUST 
‘WAKE UP. | 

It was announced last week in Berlin that the 
Liberty loan was not being subscribed, that it 
would not be a popular loan, and that the big in- 
Stitutions would have to take it up. We had been 
led to believe that it would be oversubscribed and 
thought that German hope was the parent of the 
German misstatement. 

Now our government lets it be known chat there 

is danger of, the loan failing. The government will 
get the money, but it will not come as an expres- 
sion of the determination and confidence of the 
people. There is that danger. It may be avoided, | 
but if it is it will be because both people and gov- 
ernment suddenly arise to the occasion. 
if the situation {fs examined it will gain sig- 
nificance and it must be examined in its broadest 
aspects and the facts acknowledged. In the first 
place no government necessity ever was so fully 
explained to the people. No advertising campaign 
of such magnitude ever before was conducted in 
behalf of a national project. Windows have been 
filled with Liberty bond placards. 
Pasted on vehicles. They are on the sign boards. 
The eye finds a Liberty bond appeal whichever 
way it is turned. The newspapers have given 
their space liberally and the admonitions, appeals, 
and directions have been — placed 
and daily published. 

Banks and bond and „ paper houses 
have given their agents to government service in 
efforts to organize the country for the loan. Office 
to office canvasses have been made by volunteers, 
The perso#al solicitation has been vigorous. 

We do not believe Great Britain ever undertook 
@ recruiting campaign, a publicity campaign for 
enlistments, with greater vigor than has been used 
to get a popular response here. And we are in- 
formed that there is danger of the bonds being a 
failure with the people. 

If the reasons for this did not go very deep and 


| were not very disturbing we might conclude that

THE TREASON or UNCONTROLLED PRICES. 
{From the Richmond, Va., News Leader. ] 
The government of the United States stands: in 
grave danger today of being guilty of misprision of 
treason against the people of the United States. 
The government must have supplies ofa thousand 
kinds for the proseqution of the war. It must have 
them quickly. It must have them abundantly. It 
must pay for them with the proceeds of bonds sold 
to the American people and it must meet interest and 
principal on those bonds by imposing taxes. 
What prices is the government asked to pay for 
supplies today in comparison with the prices of nor- 
mal times? The figures tell their own story: 

In 1913 coal could be purchased at the mouth of 
the mine at an average of $1 4 ton. Today it is 
held for a minimum of $4 @ ton. | 

In 1918 steel billets were quoted at $19 a ton. 
Today from $80 to $90 a ton is demanded. _ | 

In 1913 wire rods were $25 a ton 4 Pittsburgh. 
Today they are $100 a ton. : 

In 1915 Today it is

In 1915 structural steel shapes at Philadelphia 
were offered at $1.10 c hundred ; . they are 
listed at 84. 40. | |

Contracts are being let daily by the. government. 
Those contracts, once sealed, will be binding, even 
against any future executive order to commandeer 
the plants. Unless the government acts immediately 
to stop this robbery of the nation it will destroy the 
democracy it has pledged itself to maintain.

ings located in the retina into nerve im- 


pulses. These nerve impulses are car- 
tied to the brain by the optic nerve. 
The sight center in the brain converts 
the nerve impulses into sight. Thus we 
note that for sight there must be light 
waves, then nerve waves, and. finally, 
brain registering. 

The light waves penetrate first the 
cornea and then, in order, the anterior 


retina. The front layer of the cornea 
is the conjunctiva. Whether a person is 
far sighted, near sighted, aatigmated, 
or has correct vision depends upon the 


particularly, the lena 


a specially developed layer derived from 
the optic nerve. The retina, then, is the 
essential organ of sight, all other parts 
of the eyeball being subsidiary to it. 
The muscles which move the eyeballs 
are for the purpose of directing the axis 
of vision toward objects. Within certain 
limits they change the shape of the eye- 
ball and thus affect the formation of the 
image on the retina’ The muscles with- 
in the eyeball are for such purposes as 
regulating the amount of light which 
reaches the retina and changing the 
shape of the eyeball, and particularily 


ot the lens, so as to effect the image on 


the lens. The object of the tear glands 
is to keep the eyeball clean. The con- 
‘junctiva also serves as a protector. That, 
too, is the function of the eyelids and the 
eyelashes. 

The function of the cornea. is to pass 
rays of light through without hindrance 
or change. The aqueous humor passes 
the light, changing the direction of the 
rays somewhat. The iris regulates the 
amount of light which is to pass through 
the lens and reach the retina. The lens 
bends the rays of light so as to form a 
reduced picture of the image on the 
small retina. The vitreous humor passes 
the light from the lens to the retina. 
Outside the retina are two protecting 
coats. The choroid is a cu n hung 
around the retina to protect it from all 
light except that which enters through 
the pupil; the sclera, a strong coat of 
tissue devised to mechanically protect 
the delicate tissues within. 

The retina consists of an outer, pig- 
mented portion provided to keep out the 
light and an inner, nerve portion con- 
taining the nerve endings necessary for 
vision. In this layer the optic nerve 
breaks up into fibers and spreads out, 
forming a véry intricate arrangement of 
very delieate nerve celis and fibers. 

The nerve layer is transparent during 
life, but becomes opaque after death. It 
produces a peculiar chemical substance, 
ealled visual purple, purple in the dark, 
but rapidly bleaching in the presence of 
light.

N Roumania, as in Russia, agriculture 
is the staple industry, and the bulk 
of the population lives by the culti- 
vation of land. As in Russia, the 
main problem underlying all economic 
and political difficulties in the past has 
heen to furnish the constantly increas- 
ing peasantry with sufficient land. As 
soon as the revolution broke out in Rus- 
sia the moujiks commenced to seize the 
lands of the rich, of the state, and of 
the church. That and the exemption 
from taxation were their conception of 
freedom and the realization of the am- 
bition of their class ever since the abolt- 
tion of serfdom. 
King Ferdinand of Roumania has 
shown himself in this as in.every other 
respect more sagacious than 
peror Nicholas. For as soon as the 
Progress of the German invasion of Rou- 
mania had been arrested and he had 
transferred the seat of his government 
to Jassy and reorganized both his army 


and his administration, he commenced | 
issioned offi- 


cere and evidiers ot his army who had 


bravery in the fighting against the in- 
vaders by bestowing upon them gifts of 
land from his private estates, | 

Ferdinand also initiated measures by 
hig government for the distribution of 
close upon a million acres of agricultural 
land at the disposal of peasant owners, 


Some 
800,000 acres more of land will be ob- 
tained by the expropriation of private- 
ly owned estates of more than forty 


acres, the compensation to the owners

Be this as it ma Gen. Seely has made 
good by service in the field, his short- 
comings as a statesman. When the

John Seely is a man of sich personal 
pluck.

which he failed to give. Louwesre, a Hol- 


lander, is employed on the farm of Col. 
W. G. Dows, near Cedar Rapids, of 
which Emil G. Scheibe is manager. Be- 
cause of jealousy of Scheibe, who is a 
German, it is belleved Louwesre planned 
to have Scheibe, his wife, Paul Scheibe, 
a brother living in Waterloo, and an- 
other brother in New York arrested on 
a charge of conspiring to poison Col. 
Dows, his wife, and William Galloway, 
his brother-in-law, of ‘Waterloo. 


Letter Is First Clew. 

Col. Dows is a member of the Towa 
council of defense and he and Mr. Gal- 
loway are among the wealthiest and 
most influential citizens in the state. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. received a letter 
on June 5 which the firm turned over 
to Mr. Clabaugh. The letter was signed 
with the name of Emil G. Scheibe, and 
was apparently intended for Scheibe’s 
brother, a necktie manufacturer in New 
York. It said that the “ poisoned neck- 
tie sent by the brother had been given 
to Col. Dowe and was doing its work. 
It was intimated that the tie carried 
some subtle poison, the fumes of which 
were to be breathed by its wearer. The 
letter asked that more poison be sent.

Passenger rates on every railroad in 
Illinois were raised yesterday from 2 to 
2.4 cents a mile. 

In making the advance the railways 
were following an order from the in- 
terstate commerce commission, but at 
the same time they were in conflict with 
the Illinois 2 cent rate. 

Attorney General Brundage, with the 
approval of Gov.

Brundage Defies U. S. Judge. | 

In asserting that the Illinois 2 cent 
fare law will be enforced by wholesale 
arrrests, Mr. Brundage virtually has 
defied United States District Judge 
Dyer of St. Louis to cite him for con- 
tempt as he threatened to do in an 
opinion rendered last Thursday. 
Judge Dyer coupled with his’ opinion 
upholding the 2.4 cent rate, the remark 
that he “ would place in jail Attorney 
General Brundage or anybod, else from 
Illinois who does 0 heed this court’s 
order.” 

Before proceeding to actual contempt 
the case of the state of Illinois has been 
taken up with President Wilson and At- 
torney General Gregory.
